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IFA approves second round of brownfield grants for SFY 2008 
 
INDIANAPOLIS – The Indiana Finance Authority (IFA) today approved 14 applications to 
receive the second round of the Indiana Brownfields Program’s Stipulated Grant funding for State 
Fiscal Year (SFY) 2008. 
 
A total of $1,911,098 in funding for assessment and remediation activities will be provided from 
funds approved by the IFA Board in June 2007, which included $1 million in funding for 
Brownfields Stipulated Assessment Grants, $3 million for Brownfields Stipulated Remediation 
Grants, and $500,000 for Brownfields Federal Matching Grants – a total of $4.5 million in 
Brownfields funds made available through the end of SFY 2008.
